Whereas *it is expedient to provide for the regulation and control of 
transactions in cotton in Bombay ; And whiireas the previous sanction of the 
Governor General required by sub-section (5) of section SO-A of the b'overn- > ^ ^ 
raent of India Act has been obtained for the passing of this Act ; It is hereby 5, c. 51. 
enacted as follows ; — ■ 

1. (J) This Act may be called the Bombay Cotton Contracts Act, 1922. 

(2) It shall remain in force for three ^mars and for such period thereafter 
as the Governor in Council may by notification direct.

(o) Ey-laws made by the Board under sub-section {1) and sanctioned by 
the Governor iu Council shall be published in the Eomhay Government 
Ga'/ette; by-laws so made and sanctioned may be enforced before publication 
iu the said Gazette. 


4. The eonslitiitlon and administrative machinery sot out in the ..Vriieles 
of Association of the Association are declared to be lawful. The said iVi'ticles 
shall not, except with the sanction of the Governor in Council, be altered iu 
respect of 


the uumber or coustitution of Panels, or the representation upon (a) - 
Panels, (t/) the Panels lleprcsentativc Committees, (c) the Representative 
Committee of the Association, or (<t) the Board. 

5. Any contract (whether either party thereto is a member of the Associa- 
tion or not) Avhich is entered into after the dale on which by-laArs under this 
Act are sanctioned by the Governor in Council and published in the Bombay 
Government Gazette, and which contravenes auy such by-law shall be void. 

6. No officer or servant of the Association shall be held personally respon- ^ 
sible for anything in good faith and not negligently done or omitted by him 
within the scope of his authority as such officer or servant in relation to any- 
thing authorised by this Act or the by-laws made thereunder. 

7. Contracts for the purchase and sale of cotton entered into subsequent 
to 3Jst May 1922 and prior to the coming into operation of this Act under the 
rules or by-laws of the Association shall he subject to the provisions of this 
Act and of by-laws made thereunder. 
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
